On November 26, 1842, a son was , 
born to Mr. and Mrs. George Wash- 
ing Harrison in Randolph cotnty, 
Georgia.

He testified, 
however, that the stabilization ac- 
tivities were “an earnest endeavor 
to do something for the farmer’ and 
added that “if any money was lost 
it was lost in a good cause.” 
Simpson advocated what he called 
“the equalization fee brought up to 


be guaranteed the cost of production 
with a reasonable profit for the crops 
he produced which were needed for 
domestic use, 

The government would determine 
how much wheat was needed for home 
use and fix the price on it. Farmers 
would keep their proportion of the 
surplus on their farms until it was 
needed. 

Both Taber and Simpson discussed 
the money problem. 

Asserting the farmer was the “great- 
est sufferer from a dishonest money 
system,” Taber urged an_ interna- 
tional monetary conference to sta- 
bilize the value of gold and silver. 

“We have got to make this dollar 
cheap,” Simpson said. “It is a dis- 
honest dollar, making us pay three 
times as much to pay off a debt as 
when we contracted the debt.” t 

He added that the way for congress 
to restore the dollar was for it to 
“take back the power of regulation” 
which he said had been allowed to get 
into the hands of “a small group of 
big banks.” 

Garrow, whose demand for a farm 
board investigation was backed by 
similar demands from Stimpson and 
O’Neal, contended the board's stabili- 
zation operations in cotton had in- 
jured rather than helped the farmer. 

He said that in addition to the 
$70,000,000 or $80,000,000 already 
computed, they had cost an addi- 
tional $40,000,000 in spot cotton and 
futures contracts held by co-opera- 
tives. 

The board’s encouragement of the 
belief the government would hold up 
prices resulted in still further over- 
production, he contended.

Chairman Stone, in his report to} 
the committee, said the Grain Sta- 
bilization Corporation held 189,656,- 
187 bushels of unsold wheat on Oc- 
tober 31, representing an investment 
of $1.17 a bushel, or $222,000,000, 
including carrying and _ operating 
charges. 

He estimated the value on the 
hasis of 63 1-2 cents a bushel at $120.- 
000.000. making a paper loss of 
$102,000,000. Stone emphasized, how- 
ever, that it may be years before the 
wheat is disposed of entirely and said 
the loss may be much less, or even a 
gain, 

His report showed that the Cotton 
Stabilization Corporation held 1,310,- 
789 bales of cotton October 31, rep- 
resenting an investment of about 18 
cents a pound, or about $120,000,000. 

The value of the unsold stocks on 
that date was estimated at $45.000,- 
000, leaving a loss of $75,000,000.

The woman pinned a red rose on Alf 
and a white rose on Bob and said: 

“Wear these for your mother. I 
know she is proud of two sons who 
can differ in politics and still, love 
each other.” 

Their campaign, in which Bob was 
successful, became “The War of the 
Roses.” 

Alf was famous for his ability as 
a story-teller and as a fox hunter and 
he regaled his audiences with his 
tales. Bob was adept with a fiddle 
and he fiddled. , 

The republican brother had left a 
seat in the national house of repre- 
sentatives to make the race and after 
being defeated by his brother later 
went back to congress in 1889 to serve 
until 1895. Robert Taylor died in 
1912 while a United States senator 
and it was a tragedy in Alfred: Tay- 
lor’s life... 

Although defeated for governor in 
1886, Alf Taylor came back 54 years 
Jater, at the age of 72, to win the 
office with the greatest majority ever 
iven a republican gubernatorial can-

TONSILLECTOMY IS A MINOR 
OPERATION. 

I am not quite ‘sure where we 

should draw the line between minor 
and major operations, but I fancy if 
you have the operation it’s minor and 
if I have it it’s major. 
_ As recently as a year ago the ga- 
jority of the regular medical profes- 
sion was still quite ignorant of the 
diathermy or electro coagulation 
method of extirpating infected ton- 
sils and some of the ignorant ones 
were bursting into print here and 
there to express their disbelief in 
the new-fangled method. But what 
a vast difference one finds in the at- 
titude of the rank and file today! 
Now the modern method is available 
in every town that isn’t absolutely 
dead, and we no longer hear any 
slanders on the diathermy method ex- 
cept an occasional squawk from some 
.22-caliber specialist from the deep 
woods, 

Theoretically the old Spanish 
custom gave very satisfactory results. 
In occasional instances it actually 
marked the beginning of the end of 
some such focal infection disability 
as chronic arthritis. But in too 
many instances, where the patient sur- 
vived the operation all right and even 
escaped any serious complication, 
the results proved disappointing to 
patient and physician alike. 

I wish to assure every reader who 
has any confidence in my judgment, 
that I should not submit nor permit 
one in my care to submit to old- 
fashioned tonsillectomy as long as 
diathermy extirpation were available 
at any comparable expense.

dustrial bureau of the Chamber of 
Commerce in 1925, 954 new concerns 
from all parts of the nation and 
abroad have located in Atlanta. They 
have given employment to 23,700 per- 
sons, involving an annual payroll of 
$39,114,714, according to statistics re- 
leased by Mr. Shaw. 

The new concerns represent a high- 
ly diversified line of businesses. Diver- 
sification of its commercial and in- 
dustrial lines has made Atlanta one 
of the most self-sustaining cities in 
the country, and by the same policy, 
diversification is making Georgia one 
of the most self-sustaining agricultural 
states in the nation. 

Secretary Shaw reports that the 
last few weeks have ushered in a new 
feeling of confidence among business 
leaders and that the number of new 
concerns coming to Atlanta are show- 
ing substantial gains over the same 
period last year. 

“We are receiving more inquiries 
from foreign concerns about Atlanta 
and some of the more progressive ones 
are taking advantage of the low cost 
of removal, creation of new establish- 
ments, low price of materials and oth- 
er economies in bringing their head- 
quarters to the center of the south- 
east,” he said. 

Ahead in Retail Sales. 

Another outstanding development 
during the year that causes Atlanta 
to be thankful this year is that the 
recent census report on distribution, 
placed Atlanta in the forefront. The 
report showed that Atlanta led the 
cities of Birmingham, Memphis and 
New Orleans in total retail sales, the 
figures being:

Atlanta reported that the number 

of employes working for Atlanta re-

Atlanta retail stores reported that 
wages for the retail employes were 
$23,139,594, or far greater than any 
other city in the south. 

Atlanta reported per capita income 
that exceeded all other cities—$897. 

Atlanta is thankful for its great ar- 
ray of wholesale establishments, with 
approximate annual sales of more than 
$500,000,000 for approximately 900 
firms, representing practically all 
lines of industry. 

Progress in Aviation. 

Atlanta’s great progress as a whole- 
sale and manufacturing center is due 
to its central location, placing it 
within 24 hours’ ride to all leading 
cities of the south and east and to 
the ports of the country. Its marked 
progress in aviation places Atlanta 
within a few hours’ ride to all points 
in the country. 

Atlanta’s metropolitan area con- 
tinues to spread and today the popu- 
lation, including the progressive su- 
burban communities, 
400,000, comparing with less than 90,- 
000 in 1900 and less than 22,000 in 
1870. Atlanta today is within an over- 
night jump to 14,000,000 population 
over its network of great railroad 
systems, 

This Thanksgiving finds Atlanta’s 
financial position far in the lead of 
the southeast, with total banking re- 
sources far in excess of $250,000,000, 
or approximately half of that for the 
entire state. One Atlanta bank today 
has resources in excess of all local 
banks less than 15 years ago. 

Four Atlanta leading banks today 
have savings deposits of nearly $41,-

Atlanta’s position as commercial 
and distribution center is shown by 
its huge postal receipts, which for 10 
months of this year aggregate 33.,- 
543,484.94, and with two of the busi- 
est months’ business of the year to be 
included, will materially swell the fig- 
ures for the full year. Atlanta’s pos- 
tal receipts were less than $1,400,000 
and were less than $3,000,000 in 
1922. 

The close of October, last, found 
66,468 electiic meters in operation in 
Atlanta, or the largest number in his- 
tory of any previous full year, eom- 
paring with less than 15,000 in 1915. 

Atlanta is thankful for its great 
educational facilities, its common 
schools and universities. In the pub- 
lic schools there are enrolled about

Assessed valuation of Atlanta’s real 
estate has shown a steady advance,

There are the largest number of 
water meters in use in Atlanta than 
ever before. Total on October 31, last, 
was 58.374 against slightly more 
than 55.000 in 1930 and less than 
30,000 in 1915.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 25.— 
(P)—-With seeming pride in the in- 
geniousness of his death trap and lit- 
tle remorse that the man it killed 
was not the intended victim, Walter 
Nelson, 34, a building contractor, de- 
scribed with pencil and paper to of- 
ficers and newspapermen in the state 
penitentiary here today the way in 
which he dynamited a novelty store 
at Hot Springs Monday morning.

CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—(4}—Almost 
3 cents a bushel disappeared from 
wheat values today in new outbursts 
of general selling, largely of a stop- 
loss character. 

Drastic fresh import restrictions by 
France, and word of grain trade rec- 
iprocity between Germany and Rus- 
Sia, together with weakness of secur- 
ities in Wall Street and continued no- 
tice of big unsold supplies of United 
States government financed wheat, 
put wheat bulls to rout until just be- 
fore the close. 

At the last, however, rallies were 
witnessed, helped by indications that: 
prices were down to a basis where 
North American wheat export busi: 
ness appeared likely to develop on a 
larger scale. 

Wheat closed unsettled, 17-8 to 
23-8 cents under yesterday's finish, 
corn 11-4 to 15-8 off, and oats 5-8 
to 1 down. 

From the outset, the wheat market 

had to contend with bearish effects 
of announcement from France that 
the quota of foreign wheat millers 
would be permitted to use had been 
slashed from 10 to 3 per cent. Quick- 
ly following were statements by a 
British trade authority that Germany 
would take steps to facilitate imports 
of Russian wheat, rye and barley in 
exchange for mannfaetured goods. 
_ A silver lining to clouds overhang- 
ing the wheat market, nevertheless, 
was that cash demand for wheat at 
various domestic _centers continued 
good, with a scarcity of choice milling 
grades, 

Corn and oats receded with wheat. 
Provisions were steady.
